A third piece 
remained behind to take the call- 


_ men to the scene of the supposed 


blaze, and as it headed for the 

fire it picked up a number of other 

men routed out of their beds. 
But there was no fire. Somebody 


who was either very much under 


the influence of liquor or whose 
sober hours are apparently not too 
much blessed with anywhere near 
a normal amount of intelligence 
had sounded that alarm in what he 
thought was a lot of fun. No 
amount of reasoning with a man 
like that could convince him that 


' pulling a false alarm is a mighty 


serious thing, but if he is found 
and if he goes before a judge, he 
will probably discover that the law 
and its enforcement agents realize 
that sounding a false alarm is far 
from being a joke, 

It’s not so much the money that 
is wasted when those trucks and 
those men go out, That is com- 
paratively unimportant. Whenever 
one of those big trucks go out, es- 
pecially over the winding roads 
that lead from the station to the 
Indian Ridge school, it takes with 
it human lives, and the chances 
are. too great that those lives will 
be sacrificed. 

From the news angle, it was just 
another false alarm, ‘But that news- 
paper story might have _ read: 
“Three firemen, including a driver 
and two call men, met their death 
early Wednesday morning when 
the fire truck in which they were 
answering an alarm was struck by 
an automobile at the foot of Essex 
street near Shawsheen road. The 
life of the driver was snuffed out 
immediately, one of the call men 
died while en route to the hospital 
in the ambulance, and the third 
died three hours later while his 
wife and three children waited at 
his bedside. 

“The driver leaves his wife, his 
mother, and two children, one of 
whom is in the first grade at the 
Central schools and the other of 
whom is but two years old. The 
other call man leaves four youngs- 
ters, his wife having died three 
years ago, 

“Tt was just a false alarm.”
